COTTON MEN 
VOTE TODAY 
ON QUOTAS 


Sotton growers of southern Tu- 
lare county, along with cotton 
growers in 19 other states, are 
voting today on whether or not 
they want acreage control, with 
general prediction being that a 
two-thirds majority vote will be 
polled in favor of acreage quotas 
since, if the quotas are accepted, 
growers will get a 90 per cent of 
parity price guarantee. 

If the referendum does not 
carry, farmers who conform to 
the recently announced acreage 
cuts will be guaranteed 50 per 
cent of parity prices; those who 
do not conform would have no 
guarantee. 


Million Vote 

An estimated one million farm- 
ers of the nation will vote yes or 
no on the question of whether or 
not the U. S. department of agri- 
culture shall put cotton controls 
into effect. 

On six previous occasions, cot- 


ton growers have voted in favor

let the crop survive are still a 
mystery to many people. Yet, there 
are several reasons why such 
spraying is possible. : 

Cereal plants, for instance, have 
waxy leaf surfaces. When a water 
spray hits cereal leaves, the drops 
bounce off. When a water spray 
hits a broad-leaf weed, it sticks 
to a large part of the leaf surface. 

Cereal leaves are narrow and 
stand upright, so that spray drops 
roll right off. Weeds are wider and 
grow out horizontally, giving more 
surface for the spray to light. 

Cereals grow from below soil 
level, protected by surrounding 
leaves. The smal] amount of spray 
that sticks to the cereals may in- 
jure the upper leaves, but will 
not reach the growing points and 
kill the plants. Broad-leaved 
weeds grow from the tips of the 
shoots and in the leaf axils. The 
sprays can easily reach ‘these 
growing points. 


Some crops, such as alfalfa, 


| have a dormant period in the win- 


ter. Their roots grow deep in 
the soil, while the roots of the 
weeds are close to the surface .A 
general-contact spray used dur- 
ing the dormant period will con- 
trol the annual weeds without 
injuring the alfalfa. 

A new bulletin of the College of 
Agriculture will help farmers de- 
cide whether or not they will 
benefit by some of these new spray 
procedures. Copies are free at the 
Agricultural Extension Service 
office, Postoffice building, Visalia.

MAY NEED 
ZINC

Zine deficiency is -widespread 
in many deciduous and citrus or- 
chards in Tulare county. Since 


planting of street and shade trees, 
it is reasonable to expect the 
usual deficiency symptoms to man- 
ifest themselves. 

When many undersized, mott- 
led, or spotted leaves occur, the 
tree may be suffering from zinc 
starvation. Unfortunately, soil ap- 
plications of zinc compounds has 
not been generally satisfactory. 

Zinc hunger has been releaved, 
however, when injections have 
been made in the tree or even 
more rapidly when sprayed with 
a mixture of about 5. pounds of 
zine sulfate per 100 gallons of 
spray mixture. Zinc sulfate may 
be combined with practically any 
spray material used in disease or 
insect control except Tartar eme- 
tic. 

If foliage sprays are impracti- 
cal, a 15/32 inch wood drill may 
be used to bore 8 to 10 inches in- 
to the trunk and zinc sulfate ery- 
stals poured in. The hole is pre- 
ferably sealed with a short plug 
of wood, made of % inch dowell- 
ing, driven to the cambium layer, 
and covered with an asphalt emul- 
sion paint.

‘The cotton carry-over at the 
end of this season will be more 
than the mills in this country 
used last year, and nearly twice 
what we export, according to a 
report brought back by George 
Alcorn, marketing specialist for 
the University of California Agri- 
cultural Extension service, from 
the annual Agricultural Outlook 
conference in Washington, D. C. 

Each season for the past three 
years we have been producing 
more cotton than we can use.

Cottonseed hulls, more plenti- 
ful as a result of the larger 1949 
cotton crop, are a widely-used, 
economical roughage. Experience 
and Experiment station tests have 
proved that cottonseed hulls are 
equal in feeding value to many of 
the average grass hays. 

Because they help prevent 
scouring or bloating, cottonseed 
hulls are. recommended for feed- 
ing with silage, and legume hay 
or pasture. 

Cotton seed meal and hull mix- 
tures also have been standard fat- 
tening rations for cattle in many 
areas in the United States. The 
proportions generally are one part 
of meal to two parts of hulls for 
quick fattening. or one part of 
mea] to four parts hulls for a long- 
er feeding period with older cat- 
tle. Grain should replace part of 
the hulls when finish is desired.

Possible solution to the cufrent 
turmoil concerning cotton allot- 
ments was.seen this week with 
the announcement from Congress- 
man Tom Werdel and Cecil White 
that the House agricultural com- 
mittee is giving solid support to 
an amended pian that would pro- 
vide:

izing and increasing equipment 
needed in the school program and

On the first of thes® points— 
curriculum—rather definite chan- 
ges have taken place in the last 
10 years. Where possibly 70 to 
75 per cent of students in high 
school took college preparatory 
courses a few years ago, only 28 
per cent are taking this type of 
course at Porterville high school 
today. 


Courses Increase 


paratory work, certain other types 
of courses have increased enroll- 
ments: Slightly more than 20 per 
cent of Porterville high school 
students are taking industrial 
arts courses! 31.2 per cent are 
taking commercial courses; 8.7 
per cent are taking agriculture, 
5.4, are in homemaking courses 
and 6.3 are taking a general type 
of instruction.

And, since this 
is the case, demands for school 
equipment are now heavier along 
lines of typewriters, business 
machines, woodworking equip- 
ment, shop equipment, and stoves 
and refrigerators and items as- 
sociated with homemaking. 


To Junior College’ 

A second trend is a tendency 
to encourage students to attend 
junior colleges following high 
school graduation, with two 
thoughts in mind here. 1. Junior 
college courses are being pattern- 
ed. to increase the skills of those 
commercial and mechanical stu- 
dents who do not intend to con- 
tinue university study and 2. 
Students planning to attend uni- 
versity can sometimes ‘“‘soften’’ 
the break between high school and 
college by attending a junior col- 
lege. 

One other factor must be men- 
tioned here: While the percentage 


of Porterville high school students 
taking college preparatory coruses 
has declined, still the total num- 
ber of Porterville students perpar- 
ing for college is about the same, 
or even somewhat greater than 
in passed years. This situation 
results from greater enrollment 
and from type of student attend- 
ing.
